Timber Wolf Shot 
In Elkton District 


One of the largest timber wolves 
ever to be shot in this area was 
killed Sunday about eight miles 
south of Sundre. 

R.A. Roberts of Elkton fired the 
shot that ended the life of the ani- 
mal that is believed to be partly re- 
sponsible for the loss of chickens, 
young pigs and even some young 
stock in the Elkton district. 


When first sighted, the beast was | 


in the pig pen of an Elkton district 
farmer who sighted his rifle and 


shot it through the back leg. The lu 


farmer trailed the beast most of 
Saturday afternoon but towards ev- 


ening had to give up the hunt. He, 


enlisted the aid of his neighbours 
on Sunday and picked up the trail 
and after about an 11 mile trek the 
animal was sighted. It started to 
run and was hit in the front leg by 
another shot, After running for a 
considerable distance it stopped in 
its tracks, sat down and prepared 
to battle its tormentors, It was fin 
ally killed after seven shots were 
fired, 

The body of the beast was brought 
to Olds on Monday in the back of 
a truck and aroused considerable 
interest. The weight of the animal 
was estimated at between 150 and 
175 pounds, The footprint in the 
snow measured about five inches 
long by three inches wide.

ON CIVIL DEFENCE 


(By Mrs. H. Lynch-Staunton) 


ARTICLE V 
Approved fire extinguishers can 
j} be useful in Civil Defence. They 
must be checked at recommended 
intervals and refilled after use, or 
in some cases annually, 

The plain water extinguisher and 
the soda-acid type do not cause 
dangerous gases to be produced, 
and can be used against incendiary 
bombs and the resulting fires in 
the same way as the stirrup hand 
pump, However, these extinguishers 
have certain disadvantages for 
Civil Defence work, namely: 

1, They are usually of 242 gallon 
capacity, and a single one of that 
size might not be capable of deal 
ing with both the and the 
resulting fires

A little care in preparing the farm} 4a) and worthy Canadianism in| 


tractor for winter storage will do 
much to prolong its life. The first 
thing is to clean it thoroughly of all 
grease, dirt and dust. Next, drain 
the crank case, flush and refill with 
clean oil, and operate the engine 
for a few minutes. Drain the radiat 
or and flush the cooling system, 
with a scale removing solution, A | 
solution for this purpose can often 
be purchased or made at home with 
washing soda and soft water. If 
washing soda is used, add three 
pounds of washing soda to each 
seven gallons of water and operate 
the tractor with the shutters on the 
radiator partially closed until the 
mixture steams. The solution is 
then drained from the radiator, and 
the whole system flushed out with 
clean soft water. Leave the drain 
cocks open. 

Next remove the spark plugs and 
pour a cupful of oil into each cylin- 
der turn the engine over at least 
two revolutions by hand and then 
replace the spark plugs. Give the 
tractor a complete and thorough | 
grease job and block the engine up 
to take weight off the tires. Store 
in a protected place, or at least cov- 
er the tires. Use rust preventative 
grease or paint on any of the sur 
faces that have been worn shiny 

Drain all fuel from the tractor— 
this includes fuel tank, fuel lines
